Helens, Ore.,, and a nephew of
Mr. and Mrs. Henry Moe, of
1518 214th st, at whose home
he was a frequent visitor when
stationed here, finds it hard to
believe, but the Japs saved him
from being buried alive.

“I couldn't breathe or move
and T got panicky,” he said.
“Suddenly something crashed
down on top of me and almost
knocked me out, I poked an arm
up through the ‘sand, then my
head, and those stars overhead
were a welcome sight.”

His company commander, who
occupied an adjoining foxhole,
said Amos was “exhumed” by a
Jap 'heavy mortar shell which
hit right on top of him a few
seconds after the first shell had
buried him.
